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COLLECTING COINS AND HISTORY 


PETER A. CLAYTON 


Jean-Paul Sartre once remarked that numismatics was a clas- 
sic example of a futile pursuit, a hobby for tired old men. It 
is a curious view, no doubt reflecting to a degree a personal 
prejudice which he must have picked up somewhere in his 
long writing life. Fortunately, there are very many who 
would not only disagree with him but positively argue against 
him since they have spent much of their lives in the pursuit 
of knowledge in studying numismatics and, in many instances, 
are far from being ‘tired old men’. A far more apposite quo- 
tation in relation to the study of numismatics may be taken 
from George Vertue's Medals, Coins, Great-Seals, Impressions, 
From the Elaborate Works of THOMAS SIMON, Chief Engraver 
of the Mint.. ., published on 17 November 1753. Under the 
heading in his Foreword of ‘Observations to the Curious 
Reader’, he wrote: 


The collecting of Coins and Medals is known to be a noble Amusement; the de- 
light of the Curious, a good Ornament to History, as well as a necessary Appendage 
to Books of that kind. Many Nations in former Ages, as well as the present, have 
Experience in the Subject; and it is allowed, and encouraged in all polite Nations. 
From whence it is seen and known the great Honour, Pleasure and usefulness of 
such Studies; for which no Argument need be advanced, where the Facts is past 
Dispute. 


This more than argues against Sartre, and has the advantage 
of the backing of several hundred years of numismatic schol- 
arship and research in agreement with it. 


Coinage, in the history of Man, is a relatively recent innova- 
tion. Man as we know him, homo sapiens, has been around for 
some 250,000 years -- coins only since the late seventh cen- 
tury B.C. Prior to the introduction of coinage there was a barter 
element in commercial transactions and one of ‘currency’, a 
word that nowadays has inaccurately become a synonym for 
coinage. Metal, be it precious or base, was weighed out, as we 
can clearly see in the wall paintings in Egyptian tombs of the 
New Kingdom such as that of Pakhamen and Menkhepersoneb 
at Thebes, where ingots and rings are placed in a double bal- 
ance against animal-headed weights and the ubiquitous 
scribes note everything down. Small cuneiform inscribed 
tablets from Mesopotamia of similar date (around 1500 B.C.) 
also remind us of currency where we find memoranda about 
the loan of shekels of silver (then a weight; as a coin name it 
is a much later innovation). Large ingots of copper, referred 
to as ox-hide ingots because of their shape, also appear in the 
Egyptian tomb paintings and have been recovered from land 
excavations as well as from several shipwrecks off the Turkish 
coast near Bodrum. 


It was Herodotus of Halicarnassus (the modern Bodrum), of- 
ten called the Father of History, who recorded that coinage 
was invented by the Lydians. In this he seems to be perfect- 
ly correct since the earliest coins known come from the 
Lydian area of Asia Minor, from foundation deposits exca- 
vated in the temple of Artemis at Ephesus. The earliest coins 
simply have striations on the obverse, the ‘head' side, and the 
mark of the upper punch that struck them on the reverse. The 
earliest inscribed coin, an electrum stater of Ephesus, bears 
the badge of a walking deer, appropriate to the goddess 
Artemis, and a legend in retrograde Greek that reads 'I am 
the badge of Phanes'. Who or what Phanes was, dynast, king, 
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magistrate, etc., is not known. It was then but a short step for 
issuing cities to identify themselves by their badge or local 
deity. Some of the coins anticipate the later medieval heraldic 
device called a rebus, a pun, such as Phocaea which has an 
archaic 'phi' sign signature but also the punning device of a 
baby seal, phociin Greek, on its obverse. 


All too often when examining early (i.e., pre-milled) coins, 
we forget that they are all, in effect ‘hammered’, struck by 
hand with an upper die being held and struck with a heavy 
hammer into the lower or anvil die that carried the main or 
obverse type. With such a basically Heath Robinson method 
it is amazing that such fine pieces could have been produced, 
and were produced up until the introduction of the milling 
press, essentially, as we shall see, in England in the early 
1660s. The reverse of a Roman Republican denarius issued by 
T. Carisius c. 45 B.C. shows the coiner's implements of dies, 
hammer and tongs. These are also to be seen on a unique carved 
funerary stele in the Vatican which presumably celebrates 
a moneyer.

Flamboyant Greek coins such as the large dekadrachms of 
Syracuse (Fig. 1) show the calibre of work that an artist die- 
sinker could produce. The more mundane issues, by com- 
parison, of Athens (Fig. 2) with their head of the goddess, and 
her owl on the reverse, almost took over the monetary econ- 
omy since 'owls' were recognised everywhere. Athens had a

rich source of silver within her own territory of Attica in the 
mines at Laurium and could produce coinage in quantity. Her 
types were widely copied, with varying degrees of success, 
as far away as southern Arabia. Only the 'colts' of Corinth, 
Athens’ commercial rival, with their sharp-winged Pegasus 
obverse and Athena head on the reverse, challenged her 
coinage supremacy at first. When Alexander the Great, 336- 
323 B.C., continued his father's aspirations and swept into 
Greece from Macedonia he already had the rich metal mines 
there at his disposal. His tetradrachms with the obverse type 
of the head of young Herakles and a seated Zeus on the reverse 
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(Fig. 3) were to take over from Athens and be struck through- 
out what became his vast new empire of almost all the then 
known world. Alexander's iconography has become so famil- 
iar that few would fail to recognize him, be it on the splen- 
did gold pieces from the Aboukir find (mainly now in the 
Staatliche Museen zu Berlin), or one of the many marble heads 
after the original by his master sculptor Lysippus. An his- 
toric coin, a dekadrachm struck at Babylon, recorded 
Alexander's victory over the Indian king Porus and his ele- 
phants; they were the tank regiments of the ancient world and 
had an enormous effect on warfare thereafter. The obverse 
shows Alexander standing victorious, wearing the royal 
Persian bashlik head-dress and crowned by a flying Nike; 
the reverse has him astride Bucephalus attacking Porus and 
his elephant. Their mutual respect for each other was sealed 
by a dynastic marriage, one of a number that Alexander con- 
tracted in the manner of an eastern potentate.

It is interesting to note the head of Helios, the sun-god, on 
the obverse of the coins of the island of Rhodes. Sometimes he 
is shown bareheaded, at others with an appropriate radiate 
crown. Rhodes was well known in antiquity for the marvel- 
lous bronze statue of Helios, created by the sculptor Chares 
of Lindos between 294 and 282 B.C. Said to have been about 
33 metres or 110 feet high, it was recognised as one of the Seven 
Wonders of the Ancient World. It fell in an earthquake in 226 
B.C. On the reverse of the:coins is a flowering rose (Fig. 4), 
again a rebus or pun because the Greek for a rose wasrhodos. 
Botanists have suggested that the plant on the coin is actu- 
ally a flowering pomegranate, but the Rhodians obviously took 
it for a rose and therefore their symbol.

The first living Roman to appear on a coin was the general 
Flamininus on a gold stater struck in 196 B.C. to commemo- 
rate the ‘liberation’ of Greece by Rome. Interestingly there is 
a powerful portrait of him on the obverse, but the reverse 
looks back to the gold staters of Alexander the Great a cen- 
tury and a half earlier with the same standing figure ofa 
winged Nike. Rome, as she spread out from the Seven Hills, 
often proclaimed her legendary origins with the Wolf and 
Twins on silver denarii. Republican and Imperatorial coins 
often featured legendary ancestors and Julius Caesar followed 
this tradition. He did, however, go one better than most in 
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claiming a goddess, Venus, as the founder of the Julian gens. 
Aeneas was the son of Venus by the mortal prince Anchises, 
and this gave Caesar a link with the alternative legend of 
Rome's foundation by Aeneas after fleeing the sack of Troy 
carrying his aged father Anchises on his back. Hence the ob- 
verse type of Venus and reverse of Aeneas carrying Anchises 
(Fig. 5) on some of Caesar's denarii.

Caesar was the first living Roman to appear on a Roman coin, 
but not for long as the events of the Ides of March in 44 B.C. 
showed. Brutus' denarius, struck at a travelling mint in the 
east before the battle of Philippi, shows a good portrait of the 
assassin and the reverse is perhaps one of the most evocative 
of historical coins with its legend recording the date, EID 
MAR, the two daggers and cap of the Pontifex Maximus 
(Caesar's priestly office). 


Other faces from the history of this period include Antony 
and Cleopatra, and also Octavia, Antony's long suffering wife 
who took in his illegitimate children (other than those po- 
litically 'removed') and brought them up as her own. Octavian 
(Augustus as he was to become in 27 B.C.) was the triumphant 
victor at the naval battle of Actium off the Greek coast in 3] 
B.C.; the dream of an eastern empire died with Antony's 
suicide and thus the Roman Empire came about. 


The first twelve emperors (actually only eleven since Caesar 
was included as the founder) were celebrated in Suetonius’ 
Lives of the Twelve Caesars, and have been a good source of 
interest for numismatic collecting of a short series since the 
Middle Ages. Certain coins, such as the denarius of Tiberius 
with seated Livia reverse, have attracted more attention than 
others, this being identified as the ‘Tribute penny’ referred 
to by Christ in the Bible. If the Biblical connotations are nu- 
mismatically pursued, there are the silver shekels of Tyre 
with obverse a head of Melgarth and reverse an eagle (Fig. 6).

These were the coins that paid off Judas Iscariot, not the ra- 
diate-headed tetradrachms of Rhodes (Fig. 4) that can still 
be seen in a number of the Cathedral Treasuries of Europe, 
to which they were added in the Middle Ages. The shekels of 
the First Revolt against Rome have a chalice on the obverse 
and the legend ‘Shekel of Israel', and "Jerusalem is Holy’ 
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around a pomegranate stem on the reverse (Fig. 7). They are 
a reminder of the Jewish stand against the might of Rome, and 
of the epic story of the defence and eventual mass suicide of 
the defenders of the mountain-top fortress of Masada on the 
shores of the Dead Sea. The capture of Judaea is commemo- 
rated by the IVD CAPT (Judea Capta) reverses of Vespasian 
and Titus with their basic design of a palm tree and deject- 
ed Jewess and Jew, or a Roman soldier in place of the latter.

The fall of Jerusalem is commemorated in the Roman Forum 
by the Arch of Titus and a famous relief panel on the interi- 
or span shows the sacred menorah (seven-branched candle- 
stick) and other spoils being removed from the Temple. 
Speculation still appears in the press from time to time about 
the possible present-day whereabouts of the menorah which 
is thought, by some, to have been held concealed by the 
Templars in the Middle Ages. That other great Flavian edi- 
fice, commonly known as the Colosseum, still stands nearby 
the Forum and also appears on the coins in a quite remark- 
able bird's eye view. 


The Ancient British series, classed numismatically as Greek 
because the coins are not Roman, returns us to Macedon and 
Alexander's father Philip because the early British gold 
pieces were copied at several times removed from the gold 
stater of Macedon, with obverse Apollo head and reverse a 
victorious charioteer. By the time the design had reached 
British shores both types had suffered a sea change and were 
hardly recognisable. It was Sir John Evans, father of the il- 
lustrious Sir Arthur Evans of Knossos and Minoan Crete fame, 
who first published a derivation line from the 'philipoi' to 
their British descendants. Later British dynasts like 
Cunobelin (Shakespeare's Cymbeline) of Colchester turned 
to Roman coins for his basic types and he reproduced a pranc- 
ing horse and a large ear of barley, with his name and the mint 
town of Camulodunum abbreviated. With the Conquest in 
earnest under Claudius in A.D. 43 an informative type record- 
ing the British victories was struck at Rome; it had an arch 
bearing a label on it DE BRITANN. That arch still stood in 
Rome in the Middle Ages, incorporated into defensive works, 
and only recently in the last two years have some more in- 
scribed parts of it been recovered from excavations in Rome. 


Claudius was not the only emperor to visit Britain. Hadrian 
is best known and his famous sestertius shows a ‘mourning’ 
or dejected-looking Britannia reverse that was to become a 
commonplace. The 'First British Empire’ arose under the 
usurper Carausius (Fig. 8), who also used his issues for pro- 
paganda, especially the silver denarius showing the Wolf and 
Twins and a base issue with Carausius and his ‘brothers’, the 
rightful emperors Diocletian and Maximian, in profile with 
him. Carausius was assassinated by his chief minister 
Allectus in A.D. 293 (Fig. 9) and in 296 the central govern- 
ment made a move to recover the breakaway province. 
Constantius Chlorus Caesar landed in Hampshire, fought and 
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defeated Allectus, probably at Liss near Petersfield, and then 
moved on to London. A magnificent 10-aurei piece found in 
the great Arras hoard in 1922 commemorates the event on 
its reverse with the victorious emperor on horseback ap- 
proaching a walled Londinium, to be greeted by a suppliant 
figure identified by the letters LON. Below the scene, war gal- 
leys ride on the Thames and the mintmark PTR proclaims the 
medallion's origins at the mint of Trier in Germany. Now in 
the Arras Museum in northern France it has the distinction 
in France of being the only numismatic item designated a na- 
tional monument.

After the recall of the legions Britain lapsed into dreadful 
coins by comparison. It was only with the advent of the large 
silver penny of Offa in the eighth century that better coins 
appeared, although both his portrait and that of Alfred es- 
pecially were not true portraits, merely icons based on 
Roman prototypes. The same was true for the rest of the 
Anglo-Saxon and Norman issues although they did, of course, 
vary from reign to reign. It is interesting to compare the por- 
traits on the silver pennies of Harold II and William I (Fig. 
10) with their representations on the Bayeux Tapestry -- two 
variant views in very different media of people in history.

It is not until the reign of Henry VII that the English 
Renaissance dawned and we see not only the introduction of 
the magnificent gold sovereign but also a lifelike profile por- 
trait of the king on the silver testoon by the mintmaster 
Alexander of Bruchsells (Fig. 11). Thereafter there are some 
quite splendid pieces, all still struck by hand, in gold and 
silver. The first crown piece was issued by Edward VI in 155] 
with an equestrian portrait of the young king on the obverse 
(Fig. 12), a model that was loosely followed by the Elizabeth 
II Coronation crown of 1953 (Fig. 13) -- the recurring themes 
and iconography in coinage are one of its fascinations. 


Eloye Mestrelle, from the Paris mint, attempted to modernise 
the Mint in the reign of Elizabeth I by the introduction of 
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milled coins. His coins are very fine productions (Fig. 14), 
but vested interests made sure that these innovations would 
not succeed and he was removed from Office in 1572. He 
turned his talents elsewhere and ended up being hung for 
forgery at Norwich in 1578! With the English Civil War the 
British coinage enters perhaps one of its most artistically in- 
teresting and certainly one of its most emotive phases. We

find coins such as Rawlins's Pattern Crown of Oxford with its 
elegant equestrian representation of the king proceeding left 
and beneath the horse's feet a distant view of Oxford -- the 
‘City of Dreaming Spires' if you are an Oxford man, the 'City 
of Lost Causes' if you are a Cambridge man. Another mag- 
nificent issue of Oxford is the rare large gold triple unite 
or £3 piece, the largest British gold coin. It is now thought 
that they may have been issued as pay to colonels of the king's 
regiments. Other besieged cities struck in the king's name 
and there are heavy silver pounds with similar equestrian

portraits and the well-known diamond-shaped issues of 
Newark (Fig. 15), many it is said struck directly onto the 
pieces of silver plate from which they were cut in the emer- 
gency. Perhaps the most emotive piece connected with the 
king is a large unique gold piece now in the British Museum 
known as Bishop Juxon's Medal. Juxon attended the king on 
the scaffold on that winter's day, 30 January 1649, in 
Whitehall and, it is said, was handed this medallic-like piece 
by the king. It has been suggested that it may be a pattern for 
a £5 piece. In the kingdom at large the news of the king's mur- 
der was heard with dismay. Some garrisons like Pontefract 
still managed to hold out and pledged themselves, as the leg- 
end on the reverse of a unique gold twenty-shilling piece of 
Pontefract Castle says: POST MORTEM PATRIS PRO FILIO (af- 
ter the death of the father, for the son); the obverse carries 
the name and titles of Charles II and the date 1648 in the 
old style calendar. Shillings are also known and so this gold 
one was probably a proof.

It was at this period that Thomas Simon worked and produced 
some of the finest coins, medals and Great Seals that this coun 
try has seen. His portrait of Oliver Cromwell, warts and all 
(Fig. 16), especially when seen large on the silver crowns, 
is a marvellous study which even Cromwell himself ap- 
proved. With the return of King Charles II from exile in 
Holland in 1660, Simon attempted to get his old job back as 
principal engraver to the mint. But Charles had brought new

people with him, the Roettier brothers, and Simon's work un- 
der the Commonwealth was not looked upon with favour. In an 
endeavour to regain the king's favour for his work and de- 
signs Simon produced a piece which has become known as 'The 
Petition Crown’. It takes its name from the remarkable edge 
inscription in two lines: 'THOMAS SIMON most hvmbly prays 
yovr MAJESTY to compare this his tryall piece with the 
Dvtch and if more [second line] trvly drawn & embossed more 
gracefully ordered and more accvrately engraven to releive 
[sic] him.' His petition did not succeed despite the fact that 
his work was superior, but he was at least allowed to keep his 
job at the mint as an engraver until his death in August 1665.

It is at this period in the seventeenth century that we gain an 
insignt into the life of the common man from the token coinage 
that was issued by traders to supply the deficit created by 
the government in not issuing small change. These pieces were 
mainly farthings, with a few rare halfpennies. They all have 
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great local interest in what they can tell us about their is- 
suers and the trades pursued in the area. At Stroud in 
Gloucestershire a modern ceramic mural outside a bank re- 
produces a series of these local issues at large size, and most 
effective they are. The government met its obligations in 1672 
with the first issue of a copper halfpenny and farthing with 
a seated Britannia on the reverse, said to have been modelled 
by Frances, Duchess of Richmond, and the tokens were banned.

The issues of the eighteenth century do not have much to 
say to us except on odd occasions such as the coins of Anne 
with VIGO under the bust that denote coins struck from the 
bullion captured in the Anglo-Dutch operation against Spain 
in Vigo Bay. The S.S.C. initials that appear on the reverse of 
silver of George I indicate the source as the South Sea Company 
which supplied silver to the mint in 1723. The South Sea 
Bubble and its subsequent effect on the British economy are 
well known enough. LIMA on the gold and silver coins of George 
II identify their source as Admiral Anson's voyage round the 
globe and successful harassment of the Spanish colonies in 
the New World. It was in 1733 that hammered gold coins were 
finally demonitised and the milled issues reigned supreme. 


At the end of the century the government once more failed 
in its obligations to supply small change because of the 
high price of copper, and so, once again, the trader rectified 
the deficit. Inflation had, however, struck, and the basic de- 
nomination was no longer a farthing but the halfpenny with 
some pennies being issued. The larger size flan gave more 
artistic scope and many of the pieces are finely designed and 
struck. Many have undertones and allusions to the political 
situation as well as having local views and other subjects of 
interest. Some of the series were struck specifically for col- 
lectors and not as token coinage to be used. There are very 
fine examples by Spence and Skidmore which have really on- 
ly become more fully appreciated in recent years. In 1797 
the price of copper had dropped sufficiently for the govern- 
ment to issue small change, which they did, granting the li- 
cence to Matthew Boulton and his Soho Mint in Birmingham. 
They went, however, from the sublime to the ridiculous and 
the initial issues were of the ‘Cartwheel’ twopence and pen- 
nies, so-called from their great size and weight, two and one 
ounce each respectively. Once the price of copper rose again 
these large coins were in great demand for melting down since 
their metal content was well in excess of their face value. 
Another issue of copper coins was made in 1799 and 1807 
and these were of more manageable size. But now there was a 
shortage of small silver, since none had been issued since 
1787, and once more in stepped the traders to fill the breach. 
This time there was a difference: many of the sixpences and 
shillings were either issued by local authorities or by man- 
ufacturers who set themselves up, like Henry Morgan of 


Rathbone Place, Oxford Street, London, and who may be count- 
ed amongst the clever speculators who preyed on the situa- 
tion. Another token issuer of the present century was Martin 
Coles Harman who owned Lundy Island in the Bristol Channel. 
He issued his own coinage of Puffins and Half-Puffins, only 
to be prosecuted and stopped under the Coinage of the Realm 
Act in 1929. 


Even with our modern coinage which, compared to most that 
has been issued in the past, is rather uninteresting, there are 
odd little snippets that stand out. For example, when a new 
crown piece was issued in 1965 it carried on the reverse the 
head of Sir Winston Churchill. This was the first time since 
Thomas Simon's portrait of Oliver Cromwell that the head of 
a commoner had appeared on the English coinage. This leads 
us to speculate upon the later Royal Wedding Crown of 1981, 
where we have another 'commoner' in Princess Diana con- 
joined with Prince Charles. Similar double heads had not been 
seen since the coinage of William and Mary; and then here 
are actually three heads, including Her Majesty on the ob 
verse. 


Even now some of our current coins can link back to numis- 
matic history. The seated figure of Britannia on the 50-pence 
pieces (previously on the bronze and copper coinage) leads 
back to the Duchess of Richmond and antecedents on the re- 
verses of sestertii of Antoninus Pius and Hadrian in the sec- 
ond century A.D. Then, even further back, to the seated 
Athena on the reverses of tetradrachms of Lysimachus, one 
of Alexander the Great's generals, where the goddess has all 
the basic attributes of the Britannia we see today (Fig. 17); 
it is a long iconographic step from the late fourth century B.C. 
The other design that appears on the 50-pence is the ring of 
nine clasped hands that records the accession into the 
European Economic Community in 1973. Its clasped hand 
forerunners on Roman coins invariably were issued by 
usurpers who, from the legends, were appearling for the sup- 
port of the army in their affairs. They rarely got it and most 
ended up being assassinated. The wags note, about the EEC 
50-pence, that you should observe that they are not actual- 
ly shaking hands, each hand is grasping a wrist, merely to 
ensure that none of them can get their hands into the European 
economic till! 


So, even with our mass produced coinage of today we can 
find points of historical interest but the essence lies in our 
past coins. As George Vertue rightly wrote: 'The Collecting of 
Coins and Medals is known to be a noble Amusement; the 
Delight of the Curious, a good ornament to History....'

This Group includes coins of all denominations. 
The most obvious difference between these dies and those of 
Group D is that the letter I has a shorter stem (1 mm) than 
before though the decorated ends are longer to make the over- 
all height 2.6 mm. The 'N' is found in three forms: in (a) the 
top of the left leg is the flat and runs out to a small leftward 
projection at 100° to the stem (e.g., Figs El, 7, 8, 9, 11), in (b) 
it lacks the serif on the left foot of the left leg (Figs E2-6, 12), 
and in (c) it is filed away at the top left so there is no serif 
(Fig E10). The 'P’ is either intact with the serifs or is cut 
across at its foot down from I. tor. so that only the r. serif re- 
mains (e.g., Figs E9, 10). On some presumed transitional dies 
the initial cross still has the incuse annulet at its centre 
(Brooke's Vq and Vr) but the mark changes to a pierced 
cross (sometimes called a cross with hollowed centre) corre- 
sponding to Brooke's Vs onward. The groats have the same 
bust as those of Group D and most have a mullet on the r. shoul- 
der, and a saltire after hENRIC. Alternative forms of the ob- 
verse legend end ANGLZ FRANC (Fig El, a scarce variety) or 
ANGL Z FRANIE (Fig E2), or (most often) ANGLIE Z FRANC 
(Fig E3) of which a scarce variety without mullet exists (Fig 
E4) and, with mullet, ANGLE Z FRANC (Fig E5) and An GLIE 
Z. FRANCE (Fig E6) or the latter ending with the king's name 
rendered as HENRC (Fig E7).

On the groat reverses there are usually double saltires after 
TAS and DOn (Figs E10-12). One of these has the error DOS 
for DOn (Fig E11) and another has the O of DON struck over 
another letter (BM). A variety exists without stops after TAS 
(Fig E9). There are various combinations with the forms of 
'n' mentioned above and in the following Table. 


On the half groat obverses (Figs E13-20) the face has the egg- 
shaped outline. The initial cross is either plain or pattée with 
the centre pierced or not; presumably wear of the punch 
and dies removes the piercing. There is usually an annulet 1. 
of the crown and some have a mullet at the centre of the 
breast. One die has annulets at both sides of the crown and 
no mullet (Fig E18). Another has no annulet and the mullet 
is on ther. of the breast (Fig E20). On one die the neck and 
shoulders are wider than usual (Fig E19). As in the last Group 
there may or may not be fleurs over the crown. There are 10 
or 11 arcs in the tressure, as noted in the Table. 


The halfgroat reverses have many varieties of stops and 
spelling as listed in the Table; some are illustrated in Figs 
E21-34. There are mules between dies of Groups D and E.

The London pence have a mullet 1. and an 
annulet r. of the crown band; on some dies the annulet seems 
to be struck over a mullet (Fig E37). The obverse legend has 
either ANGL Z F (Fig E35) or ANGLIE Z F (Fig E36). The an- 
nulet is broken (Figs E35, 36) or intact (Figs E37, 38). The 
reverses have either no stops or across or a Saltire after TAS. 
The York pence struck from London made dies have a mullet

also local dies having either a mullet or a trefoil left of the 
crown or hair with annulet on the right (Figs E42-46). 


The halfpence have annulets, usually broken, each side of ei- 
ther crown band (Fig E47) or the hair (Fig E48).

There are many pleasures involved in handling ancient coins, 
and surely one of them is the excitement of finding a previously unknown 
type. Such discoveries can range from the extremely important, illumi- 
nating an obscure period in ancient history, to the merely curious, 
adding a minor variety to the records. As one might imagine, a dealer 
has many opportunities to discover such items in all areas of ancient 
coinage. This regular feature will describe various pieces as they come 
into our possession, thus making the information available to scholars 
and collectors. We welcome comments and contributions by other spe- 
cialists and interested collectors. The London mint follis and some of the 
information concerning it was provided by Richard Learn, a knowl- 
edgable collector of issues of that mint. Any additional information con- 
ceming the pieces published in this column would be of interest to us 
and our readers. 


A New London Mint Follis of Maximianus

This long form obverse legend is not recorded on coins before 305 AD. 
RIC VI lists two folles from London mint: Galerius (RIC 40A), and 
Constantius (RIC 47) with PIVS FEL obverse and unmarked reverse. 
There is also an aureus of Severus from Treveri (RIC 622) with the same 
expanded legend. Most of these pieces were struck during the period of 
the Second and Third Tetrachies (305-307 AD) by the Herculians, i.e., 
the followers and family of Maximianus. The longer legends PI FEL, P 
FEL, PIVS FELIX, PIVS F and PI FE were also used in other main- 
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land mints, but the majority are from London and Treveri. Diocletian 
seems to have frowned on the practice, for his issues are most often sim- 
ply PF or even P. Portrait style and mintmark clearly place this coin in 
the first series from London (see Sutherland, "Diocletian's Reformed 
Coinage in Britain and Related Problems" in ANS Centennial Publication, 
pp. 627-650). This very scarce issue, struck circa 297 AD during the First 
Tetrarchy of Diocletian and Maximianus, did not possess the great num- 
ber of legend variations of the later issues. The addition of this variety 
increases the number of legend types for the Herculians, and reflects the 
powerful influence they had on Britain, starting with Constantuus' con- 
quest of the island in 296 AD and the opening of the London mint. One 
other example of this variety appeared on the market in 1989.

The several varieties of folles of Heraclius have differing symbols above 
the denomination mark. These include a cross, cross with C, Christogram, 
a Greek theta and variations of the Heraclian monogram. Most appear 
in the later series, when Heraclius appears in military garb (MIB 164 a- 
e). None of them resembles this symbol, which is very carefully delin- 
eated and does not strike one as being simply a mal-formed cross. This 
coin could be designated as MIB N160d. Philip Grierson in DOC II pt.1, 
pg. 111, comments that accessory symbols, so common on gold and sil- 
ver coins of the period, "rarely occur on copper coins". However, the ad- 
dition of another symbol to the corpus of marks on Heraclian folles in- 
creases the likelihood that some notational system was intended. 
Unfortunately, the system does not resolve itself as readily and as orderly 
as the emission symbols used on folles before the reform of Justinian in 
538 AD. If Grierson is correct in his theory that the theta indicates 
Thessalonica (Byzantine Coins pg. 109), then some sequence would 
have to be worked out wherein Constantinople is supplying coins to dis- 
tricts where branch mint operations had been disrupted by the chaos of 
the early seventh century, and marking each issue with a distinct sym- 
bol, perhaps to facilitate its recall when conditions retum to normal (which 
never occured).

Catalogue of the Celtic Coins in the British 
Museum with supplementary material from other 
British collections. 

Vol. II: Silver Coins of North Italy, South and 
Central France, Switzerland and South Germany.

This is the second of the projected five volume catalogue of the 
British Museum's Celtic coins that Derek Allen left in manuscript and note form 
when he died in June 1975. The first volume was published in 1987 (reviewed 
Seaby Coin & Medal Bulletin November 1987). As with the first volume, Derek 
Allen's own ideas have, for the most part, been left to speak for themselves; in- 
deed, he had an almost uncanny understanding of the series. Dr Kent and Dr 
Mays, continuing their detailed editing, have made such revisions as were nec 
essary in the light of progress since Allen's death and have also provided up- 
to-date references and a systematic bibliography and list of hoards. 

This volume deals with the silver coins that were the western coun- 
terpart of the silver coins from the Danubian basin described in volume I. The 
main strength of the collection lies in the coins acquired from Léon Morel of 
Rheims, along with many antiquities, in 1901. Morel was assiduous in record- 
ing provenances of his pieces wherever possible. To that collection is added that 
of Sir John Evans, presented to the BM by his son, Sir Arthur, in 1919. This al- 
so is strong on provenances. These two collections form the nucleus with other 
material from various sources such as the archaeologist Charles Roach Smith 
and Derek Allen himself. To supplement this basis, additional specimens from 
other British collections have been added as appropriate. 

The book begins with a detailed bibliography, followed by a list of 91 
hoards referred to later in the catalogue. A welcome addition here would have 
been a few basic outline maps that located the hoards and also gave a rough in- 
dication of the tribal areas. A useful concordance of types is provided next. This 
precedes the main text, headed Introduction, on pp. 28-49. The book is divided 
into six parts: Imitations of the drachms of Massalia, Imitations of the silver 
coins of Rhode- Monnaies 4 la croix, Imitations of silver coins of Emporion, Coins 
of various derivations employing the weight standard of light drachms of 
Massalia, The quinarius coinage of Gaul, and Minim coinage based on obols of 
Massalia. The Introduction describes and discusses the coins under these six 
headings, which are, of course, reflected later in the catalogue listing. Most of 
these groups present complex problems of interpretation, have little in com- 
mon with each other, and must be individually assessed. For the dating of some 
coins archaeological evidence comes to the fore, such as the sealed deposits ex- 
cavated by Napoleon III at Alesia, sacked by Julius Caesar in 52 BC, which 
therefore present a terminus ante quem. Other types can be dated relatively 
by their being copies of, for example, the drachms of the Greek colony of 
Massalia or of Roman Republican denarii. The latter can be closely dated and 
therefore give at least a terminus post quem for their copies. Some coins can be 
associated with Celtic chieftains mentioned by Caesar in his conquest of Gaul. 

The chronological structure of the western Celtic silver coins is 
problematic, but this study -- the first comprehensive account of this material 
in English -- clarifies the origins and development of these coins, making full 
use of Continental sources as noted in the Bibliography. 

The catalogue consists of 622 coins, and to these are added 460 sup- 
plementary examples from outside the BM. Much of the value of the catalogue 
lies in the judicious use of this supplementary material. Weights and die axes, 
together with provenance where known and collection source are added to the 
entries. All the coins are reproduced at actual size, giving a good representation 
of the types. 

Some might argue that the quinarius coinage in this volume should 
be preceded by the gold coinage of Gaul and Germany. A decision has been 
rightly taken, however, to deal with the quinarius coinage as part of the whole 
of the silver issues of western Europe and to deal with the gold in a subsequent 
volume. 

This catalogue is an invaluable addition to the literature on the Celtic 
coinage of Europe. It is good to know that Derek Allen's name and work are be- 
ing carried on through the publication and judicious editing of three more simi- 
lar volumes yet to come.

His pol- 
icy aimed at strengthening Hellenism in Cyprus by cooper- 
ation with Athens, and his court became a center for Athenian 
émigrés, of whom Conon was the most distinguished. 
Evagoras’ rising military power brought him into conflict | 
with Persia, against whom he fought a 10 year war in which 
he eventually sued for peace. He continued in power until 
374, when he was assassinated in a palace intrigue.

Britain received little attention in the reorganization of the 
Roman Empire carried out by Diocletian . However, dur- 
ing the reign of Constantius her mints again became quite 
active as Constantius undertook massive rebuilding cam- 
paigns.

LATE BYZANTINE SILVER STAVRATA 


The silver stavatron was the product of the last great Byzantine coinage reform. Since the re-establishment of 
the empire by Michael VIII in 1261, the coinage in circulation consisted of gold hyperpyra and billon and and 
bronze trachea, with infrequent appearences by finer silver trachea and the basilikon, a small silver coin 
based on the Venetian grosso. As the Byzantine Empire contracted in the 14th century, it found itself paying out 
increasing amounts of tribute to the Ottoman Turks to maintain its position. The gold hyperpyron used in these 
transactions became ever more debased and eventually disappeared. Finally, sometime around the year 1340, a 
new, large fine silver coin, the stavraton, weighing about 8.50 grams and equal to a half hyperpyron, was in- 
troduced, probably by John V (1341-1391). The stavraton and its fractions, although gradually reduced in 
weight, would be the primary coinage for the remainder of the empire's existence, the last crude and extreme- 
ly rare examples being struck by Constantine XI as Constantinople faced its final seige before falling to the 
Turks in 1453. 


The pieces offered here were struck by John Vill, the next-to-last emperor in Constantinople (1423-1448). 
They are part of the Corlu hoard, discovered near Edirne (ancient Adrianople) in 1981, which was deposited 
before 1444 and consisted of some 2000 Byzantine stavrata and 2500 Turkish akes. A portion of the hoard was 
later purchased by the Hunts for their Byzantine collection. The stavraton of John weighs around 7.00 grams 
and features a facing bust of Christ on the obverse and a crowned and draped facing bust of John on the reverse. 
The usually fragmentary legend reads IWANHC AECIJOTIC O TIAAEOATOC @V XAPITI AVTOKPATOP- "John Paleo- 
logos, Despot, by the Grace of God Emperor". Many have sigla, or secret marks in the fields, usually consisting 
of pellets and lis.
